Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1952. 

The  health  of  the  people  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  within 
the  district  may  be  classed  as  highly  satisfactory.  Apart  from  an 
epidemic  of  measles  involving  161  notified  cases  of  the  disease 
there  has  not  been  an  unusual  number  of  infectious  diseases.  There 
was  one  case  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  which,  unfortunately, 
proved  fatal. 

A  small  decrease  of  260  in  the  estimated  total  population 
compared  with  the  population  in  1951  has  been  accompanied  by  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  ;  there  is,  of  course, 
no  inter-relation  of  these  facts. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

There  were  288  births  in  the  year  (321  in  1951)  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  16.5  per  1000  of  the  population.  The  corrected  rate  of  17.16 
is  greater  than  the  national  rate  of  15.3  per  1000  of  the  population 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  birth  rate  over  the  past 
10  years  has  been  greater  than  the  national  rate  and  has  reflected 
the  ups  and  downs  of  the  national  rate,  showing  a  gradual  decline 
since  1947  which  interrupted  the  downward  trend. 

The  death  rate  on  the  other  hand  has  been  consistently  lower 
than  the  national  death  rate,  but  again  rising  and  falling  with  this 
rate.  There  were  152  deaths  (181  in  1951)  giving  a  death  rate  of 
8.7  per  1000  of  the  population  (corrected  rate  10.79).  The  greatest 
number  of  deaths  (52)  are  attributed  to  the  cardio- vascular  system 
which  gives  a  rate  of  2.95  per  1000  of  the  population.  Cancer 
deaths  numbered  19  and  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  and  bronchitis 
together  amounted  to  16.  There  were  13  deaths  in  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year,  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  45. 1  per  1000  live 
births  remains  in  excess  of  the  national  rate  of  28  which  latter  rate 
continues  the  uninterrupted  downward  trend. 

It  is  worth  repeating  that  a  slight  variation  where  small 
actual  numbers  are  concerned  can  cause  a  greater  variation  in  the 
corresponding  rates,  48  of  the  deaths  (31.6)  were  allocated  to 
miners  or  their  families, 


Infectious  Diseases.

An  epidemic  of  measles  (161  cases)  occurred  towards  the  latter 
end  of  the  year.  It  commenced  in  September  when  there  were  6 
cases  and  rapidly  increased  to  66  cases  in  November,  and  61  cases 
in  December.  The  majority  of  the  cases  in  November  were  children 
who  had  just  entered  school,  whilst  the  under  five  year  old  children 
predominated  in  December. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  21  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  which  7  were  admitted 
to  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  policy  now  is  to  nurse 
scarlet  fever  cases  at  horns  whilst  the  mild  type  of  the  disease  pre¬ 
vails,  except  in  those  households  where  there  are  very  young 
susceptible  children  and  conditions  of  overcrowding. 

Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  fortunate  that  the  one  oase  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis 
(infantile  paralysis)  did  not  give  rise  to  other  cases.  The  source  of 
infection  in  this  case  was  not  determined. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  The  practice  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
has  reduced  in  a  most  dramatic  fashion  the  number  of  cases  and 
deaths  due  to  this  disease.  Consequently  very  many  younger 
parents  have  no  knowledge  of  this  dread  disease.  Complacency 
regarding  protection  must  be  fought  against  and  it  is  often 
bolstered  by  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  mainly  the 
father  it  would  appear,  to  submit  their  children  to  two  injections. 
This  reluctance  stems  for  their  experience  of  innumerable  injections 
given  to  them  in  the  armed  services  during  the  last  war.  It  is 
estimated  that  75  per  cent,  of  the  child  population  should  be  im¬ 
munised  to  maintain  the  campaign  against  diphtheria.  In  this 
district  about  60.2  per  cent,  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
were  immunised  during  the  year. 

Smallpox. 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  during  the  year.  The 
response  to  advice  to  parents  to  have  their  children  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  at  the  age  of  3  to  4  months  is  worse  than  in  the 
case  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  About  44  per  cent  of 
children  in  the  district  under  the  age  of  one  year  were  vaccinated. 
The  latest  technique  in  performing  vaccination  greatly  reduces  the 
disturbance  to  the  child,  and  the  resulting  scar  is  very  small  or 
even  unnoticeable  a  few  months  later.  Smallpox  still  occurs  in 
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this  country  and  at  times  does  reach  alarming  proportions  which 
would  not  occur  if  the  state  of  vaccination  in  the  population  was 
higher.  Many  people  are  not  aware  that  vaccination  in  infancy 
reduces  the  reaction  following  vaccination  in  adult  life,  and  renders 
such  vaccination  safer. 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  and  School  Clinics. 

Tables  of  attendance  at  these  clinics  will  be  found  elsewhere 
in  this  Report.  The  attendance  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  are  constant  month  by  month  during  the  year;  but  the 
attendances  at  the  School  Clinic  show  much  fluctuation  which  is 
probably  due  to  the  school  holidays.  At  the  School  Clinic  tonsils 
and  adenoids  are  the  main  defect  noted. 

Ices. 

A  large  amount  of  ice  cream  and  iced  lolipops  are  sold  and  con¬ 
sumed  in  the  district,  and  indeed  throughout  the  whole  country. 
The  number  of  vendors  of  these  commodities  and  the  frequency  of 
their  visits  in  our  streets  is  an  indication  of  the  demand  for  these 
classes  of  ices.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  demand  and  sale  of 
iced  lollipops  is  rapidly  increasing  and  if  this  assumption  is  correct 
it  is  all  the  more  imperative  that  bacteriological  standards  be  intro¬ 
duced  for  these  confections,  such  as  are  in  force  for  ice  cream.  Our 
Department  in  the  absence  of  such  standards  have  adopted  the 
policy  that  any  iced  lollipop,  which  is  in  fact  only  flavoured,  col¬ 
oured  frozen  water,  which  does  not  comply  with  the  bacteriological 
and  chemical  standard  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district  is  classed 
as  unsatisfactory. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  support  through¬ 
out  the  year,  Mr.  Lightfoot  and  Mr.  Renshaw  for  their  help  in  pro¬ 
ducing  this  Report,  also  Mrs.  B.  Andrews  and  Miss  M.  P.  Pepper, 
Clerks  for  their  invaluable  assistance.  Miss  Frazer  and  Miss  Tyson 
who  left  us  to  take  up  another  appointment,  have  done  excellent 
work  as  Health  Visitors  throughout  the  year.  I  would  also  like  to 
acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  heads  of  the  other  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Council.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  connection  with  that  of 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  my  report  on  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  full  details  of  which  are  given  in 
the  following  pages. 

It  will  be  seen  that  steady  progress  has  been  made  in 
all  branches  of  the  department’s  work,  but  much  still  remains 
to  be  done  especially  with  regard  to  the  improvement  of  housing 
conditions.  Apart  from  those  houses  which  are  worn  out  and 
incapable  of  improvement  there  are  many  which  because  they  have 
no  fixed  bath  and  running  hot  water  are  regarded  as  sub-standard. 
Comparatively  recently  the  absence  of  a  bath  was  accepted  without 
demur  but  now  it  is  a  main  reason  for  applying  for  a  Council  house 
and  its  provision  is  now  a  necessity  for  which  enforceable  legislation 
cannot  come  too  soon. 

Your  Cleansing  Service  has  been  expanded  and  now 
covers  the  whole  of  the  district,  all  remaining  ashpits  have  been 
abolished  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
you  for  the  interest  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  for 
your  support  at  all  times,  also  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  advice  which  I  have  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  other  Chief  Officers  and  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  work  throughout  the  year.

New  growths,  a  name  preferable  to  “cancer”,  accounted  for  19 
deaths  during  the  year.  There  were  34  deaths  from  this  cause  last 
year.  It  will  be  seen  that  12  out  of  the  19  deaths  were  over  the 
age  of  60  years.  It  is  likely  that  deaths  under  this  heading  will 
tend  to  increase  in  the  future  as  medical  advances  reduce  the 
number  of  deaths  from  other  causes  in  younger  age  groups.

There  were  226  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year.  The  distribution  by  disease,  age  group  and  month  of  occur¬ 
rence  will  be  seen  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

MEASLES. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  commenced  in  September,  slowly  at 
first,  and  suddenly  bursting  out  in  November.  The  great  majority 
of  the  notifications  in  November  related  to  school  entrants  and 
second  year  school  children  are' in  children  aged  5  and  6  years, 
whereas  the  pre-school  children  were  affected  in  December.  Such  a 
train  of  events  was  to  be  expected. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Cases  of  whooping  cough  were  spread  throughout  the  'year 
with  eight  (the  greatest  number  in  one  month)  occurring  in  ^Sep- 
tember.  Pre-school  children  were  mainly  affected  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a  satisfactory  prophylactic  will  soon  be  available  in 
combination  with  a  diphtheria  prophylactic.  Such  combined 
prophylactics  are  available  but  their  efficiency  has  been  in  doubt 
at  times. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  is  such  that  no  comment 
is  necessary,  but  the  present  mildness  of  the  disease  must  not  be 
allowed  to  lull  us  into  a  false  sense  of  security. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  most  distressing  part  of  this  section  of  my  report  is  that 
ten  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year.  This  disease  shows  little  seasonal  variance,  although  the 
three  cases  notified  in  January  may  have  been  precipitated  by  the 
devitalising  effect  of  winter  weather  conditions.  Of  more  import¬ 
ance  is  the  fact  that  seven  out  of  the  ten  cases  (70  per  cent) 
occurred  in  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  50  years.  It  can¬ 
not  be  repeated  too  often  that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  a  social 
or  environmental  disease — i.e  predisposing  causes  are  overcrowd¬ 
ing,  bad  housing  conditions,  lack  of  proper  food,  misspent  leisure 
hours,  all  of  which  tend  to  lower  the  resistance  of  the  body  to 
infection- 
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There  were  two  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  case  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred  in  a  child  of  under  one 
year  of  age  and  was  unfortunately  fatal.  An  unidentified  carrier 
of  the  causative  virus  is  suspected. 

DYSENTERY. 

The  case  of  dysentery  notified  proved  on  investigation  to  be 
a  relapse  of  the  disease  contracted,  in  the  first  place,  abroad, 

FOOD  FOISONING, 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 
DIPHTHERIA, 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  cases  of  diphtheria  occuired  in 
the  area.  As  mentioned  in  my  review  at  the  beginning  of  this 
report  the  decrease  in  diphtheria  is  directly  due  to  the  suecces  of 
immunisation  against  this  disease.  203  children  in  the  area  up  to 
the  age  of  15  years  were  immunised  for  the  first  time  during  the 
year,  of  whom  100  were  less  than  one  year  old  ;  this  latter  figure 
represents  66.3  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  children  under  the 
age  of  one  year  who  were  eligible  for  immunisation.  Primary 
immunisation  is  commenced  at  8  months  and  should  be  completed 
before  the  child  attains  the  age  of  one  year.  256  children  received 
re-inforcing  or  booster  injections.

There  are  70  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the 
district,  and  when  this  figure  istranslated  to4  cases  for 
every  thousand  of  the  population  the  situation  looks  even 
worse.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  tuberculosis  rate 
reveals  the  housing  conditions  in  a  district — overcrowd¬ 
ing  of  people  in  houses,  overcrowded  to  the  acre,  and 
houses  overcrowded  to  the  acre  are  invariably  older 
houses  with  inadequate  ventilation  within  and  without. 
Added  to  these,  other  predisposing  factors  are  insufficient 
and/or  improper  food  whether  due  to  lack  of  money  or 
money  illspent,  and  misspent  leisure  hours. 

Reference  to  the  age  distribution  of  the  notifica¬ 
tion  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  reveals 
that  66.3  per  cent,  related  to  persons  under  the  age 
of  50  years  and  over  the  age  of  15  years.  In  other 
words  persons  in  the  prime  of  their  lives  have  fallen 
victims  of  a  disease  which  may  require  years  of  treat 
ment  and  this  is  a  serious  economic  situation  for  the 
individual,  his  or  her  family,  and,  on  a  wider  scale,  the 
whole  nation.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  to  be 
carried  out  by  your  Health  Department,  and  in  addition  to  the 
new  houses  which  are  constantly  being  added  to  the  collection 
rounds,  the  Council  commenced  the  weekly  collection  of  41  dust¬ 
bins  at  Pleasley  Vale  for  which  the  private  Company  owning  the 
premises  had  previously  accepted  responsibility,  this  Company  are 
continuing  to  collect  night-soil  until  conversions  are  carried  out  . 

Collection  is  carried  out  by  three  main  teams  each  consisting 
of  a  driver /loader  and  two  ash  bin  men  and  these  teams  each  have 
the  assistance  of  an  extra  man  on  one  day  weekly?a  spare  team  is 
used  on  two  days  weekly  for  the  collection  of  the  rapidly  developing 
housing  site  to  the  North  of  the  District.  Ford  Thames  7  cu.  yds 
side  loading  refuse  vehicles  fitted  with  hydraulic  end  tipping  gear 
are  in  use. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Sills’  Quarry,  Vale 
Road  and  at  New  Mill  Lane,  Forest  Town  where  agricultural  land 
is  being  levelled  to  provide  easier  cultivation,  considerable  damage 
to  the  tips  has  been  caused  by  unauthorised  trespass  and  the 
resultant  fires  have  been  diffcult  to  control  and  costly  to  put  out. 

Although  the  wastepaper  market  collapsed  in  April,  1952  the 
collection  of  salvage  has  been  continued  on  a  modified  scale  so 
that  when  existing  stocks  are  used  up  and  the  market  becomes 
normal,  the  Council  will  be  in  a  position  to  deal  with  salvage 
wastepaper  as  a  normal  activity.

RODENT  CONTROL — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  facilities  provided  by  the  Council  for  rodent  control  in 
the  district  have  again  proved  adequate  to  deal  with  the  infes¬ 
tations  which  have  been  discovered  or  reported  during  the  year. 
The  greaiest  advance  made  in  the  department’s  activities  in  this 
tieid  was  undoubtedly  the  use  of  the  anti-coagulant  rodenticides, 
notably  Warfarin.  Whilst  this  has  not  completely  replaced  the 
poisons  previously  in  constant  use.  Warfarin  eliminates  many  of  the 
disadvantages  these  involve,  including  the  need  for  pre-baiting, 
tire  need  for  interchange  of  poisons  due  to  “prejudice”  by  rodents, 
and  the  danger  to  domestic  animals  and  poultry. 

The  test  baiting  of  the  sewerage  systems  serving  the  district 
carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year,  brought  to  light  the  first  rats 
infestations  loca.ed  in  the  sewers  since  the  Council  began  these 
operations  in  1948.  The  sewers  most  seriously  affected  were  those 
forming  the  dual  system  serving  a  new  Council  housing  Estate  with 
the  Northern  Outfall  to  the  Council’s  works,  and  in  addition  a 
small  infestation  was  discovered  on  another  housing  estate  where 
the  sewers  form  part  of  the  joint  sewerage  scheme  with  Mansfield 
Borough  and  Southwell  R.D.C.  Follow-up  treatments  were  executed 
at  the  beginning  of  1953. 

Of  the  council’s  properties,  the  one  claiming  most  attention 
was  Sills’  Quarry  Refuse  Tip.  The  proximity  of  the  Council’s 
new  housing  estate  makes  constant  vigilance  here  of  first  impor¬ 
tance,  but  whilst  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  area  will  ever  be  com¬ 
pletely  freed  of  rats  whilst  tipping  continues,  the  efforts  made  have 
kept  the  infestation  largely  under  control. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  continued  and  mutually 
helpful  co-operation  between  the  Department  and  the  Infestation 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken. 

The  only  serious  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  industry 
is  from  a  colliery  situate  on  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse/Mansfield 
Boundary  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  policy  of  the  National 
Coal  Board  in  utilising  unsaleable  fuel  for  steam  raising  is  the 
main  cause  of  this  pollution. 

SHOP  ACT  1950. 

Inspections  of  shops  under  this  Act  are  concerned  with  the 
health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers  and  attention  is  paid  to  heat¬ 
ing,  lighting,  ventilation  and  provision  of  washing  facilities  and 
sanitary  conveniences.  Only  minor  defects  were  observed  and 
these  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936:  CAMPING  SITES, 
AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district  but  the 
small  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  solve  their  housing  difficul¬ 
ties  by  living  in  moveable  dwellings  apply  to  the  Council  for  a 
licence  authorising  these  dwellings  to  be  placed  on  individual 
sites  and  these  applications  are  dealt  with  according  to  the 
circumstances  applicable  in  each  case. 

During  the  year  one  such  licence  was  granted  and  one  licence 
was  renewed,  both  for  a  period  of  twelve  months. 
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One  moveable  dwelling  where  the  licence  had  lapsed  was  re¬ 
moved  from  the  site  and  one  unauthorised  dwelling  was  removed, 
the  Council  granting  the  occupier  tenancy  of  a  converted  army  hut. 
Two  further  dwellings  occupied  by  itinerent  hawkers  were  dis¬ 
covered  and  frequently  inspected  during  the  permitted  period  they 
were  allowed,  to  occupy  sites  without  a  licence. 

Inspections  were  made  of  living  vans  and  sites  occupied  by 
bona-fide  travelling  showmen  and  conditions  were  always  found 
to  be  most  satisfactory.

There  is  now  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district 
and  this  is  used  only  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  from  cottagers  and 
private  persons  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  slaughter 
their  own  pigs.

This  part  of  the  Council’s  work  increases  in  variety  year  by 
year  and  with  the  post-war  development  in  insecticides  it  is  now 
possible  to  give  satisfactory  treatments  for  all  types  of  infestations, 
and  there  is  no  doubt,  that  the  service  given  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  public  who  in  many  instances  have  themselves  tried  unsuc¬ 
cessfully  to  deal  with  the  infestation.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  BIOLOGICAL  TESTS 

OF  MILK 

During  the  year,  68  samples  of  milk  produced  or  retailed 
in  the  District  were  submitted  for  examination.  The  results  are 
set  out  below  in  detail,  and  can  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 
Nineteen  of  the  “Pasteurised”  milk  samples  were  taken  from 
school  milk  supplies  and  the  twTo  bulk  “Pasteurised”  milk  samples 
were  from  a  school  meals  kitchen.  The  long  awaited  Order  declar¬ 
ing  the  Urban  District  to  be  part  of  a  Specified  Area  was  made  by 
the  Minister  of  Food  and  came  into  operation  on  1st  November, 
1952.  This  Order  makes  it  illegal  for  any  person  to  sell  by  retail 
any  milk  other  than  milk  to  which  the  Milk  (S.D.)  (P.  &  S.M) 
Regulations,  1949,  the  Milk  (SD)  (RM)  Regulations,  1949  apply 
and  all  the  milk  sold  in  the  District  can  be  now  be  regarded  as 
safe,  being  either  “Heat  Treated”  or  raw  milk  produced  by 
Tuberculin  Tested  herds.

The  Ministry  of  Health's  recommendation  is  that  over  any 
period  of  six  months  50  per  cent,  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should 
fall  into  Grade  I,  80  per  cent,  into  Grades  I  or  2,  not  more  than 
20  per  cont.  into  Grade  3  and  none  into  Grade  4. 

From  the  foregoing  table  it  is  seen  that  of  all  the  samples  taken 
92.3  per  cent,  of  the  ice  cream  and  100  per  cent,  of  the  water  ice 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  these  results  are  highly  satisfactory 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  ‘water  ices'  or  ‘suckers’ 
as  they  are  popularly  known  by  children  are  a  safe  confection  even 
if  they  have  little  food  value.
